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1. Huge shipments of Soviet ammunition have been made to Hungary during the 
period of mid-June to mid-August. The first shipment was made up of 19 
wailroad cars and errived om 25 June by way of Osap and Zéhony. During 
the following two week period new shipments of ammunition arrived daily 
until by rid-July approximately 100 railroad cars had arrived. These ship-~ 
ments were unloaded at the restored and expanded Nagytétéeny central 
ammunition depots. ‘There follows a sketch of the ammunition depot: 
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2. Loading of the warehouses was completed during the first week of August. 
There are a total of 10 warehouses at Nagytetéeny. Of this number six are 
on the hilltop and four in the valley near the road to Budaors. The last 
shipment arrived on 7 August. Warehouse No. 6 contains three and one-half 
miliion rounds of infantry ammunition and the other nine warehouses contain 
arwor-piercing, machine~gun, and heavy artillery ammunition. 
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Similar large ammntion depots were established by the Russians at the 
Hajmaskeri camp in EBakony, as well as at the Csesanek fortress region 
near Zirc, Other depots are either under construction or are being 
stocked at the northern tip of Lake Velence, between the towns of Pakozd 
and Nadap as well as near the newly rebuilt arsenal at Nagykoros. 


Hungarian troops are employed to guard the depots but the control is 
entirely in the hands of Soviet officers, 
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
